Headquarters for Arab forces in the southem area of Palestine (Bethlehen 
and Hebron) appears to be at Beit Jala, at the Mt. Everest Hotel. 
Major Lockett, British officer who formerly commanded troops in the Latrun 
area, is in charge of Arab Legion troops, such units of the Beyptian 
forces as still remain in that area, and the irregulare. He is assisted 
by Captain Terry Spring and another British officer. 


2. The southernmost point under the Jurisdiction of the Arab Legion is 
Dhabiriya, south of Hebron. Tarquniya and Dura, west of Hebron, ara 
under the control of the Legion, and three Egyptian platecons stationed 
at Idna are also subject to Legion orders,
